MY DEAR COMRADES.— 

I want to write yon this week on a 
most important snbject 

I want to consider In my present 
letter the duty a Salvation Soldier 
owes to the comrades who, from time 
to time drop ont of our racks. 

The losses of soldiers In the Army 
are very serlons. From one reason or 
another, we lose thoDsands upon 
thousands every year.

Atl abont our cities, towns and vil- 
lages. In the dancing saloons, theatres, 
gambling haunis, recreation grounds, In 
the prisons, in the churches. In their 
own shops and houses are to be fonna 
multitudes who once were marehlng 
by onr side onder the flag, singing onr 
songs, and helping ns In the great fight 
for the salvntlon of tbe world. 

"Oh," said a man. as be fell at tbe 
Mercy Seat en the stage of a theatre 
the other night, " sli years I loved 
God. played in the band, was u happy 
mnn ; now I am a miserable backBlld- 
er, without God and without hope In 
the world. I am In helL" God merci- 
fully healed blB baekslldlngs, and 
broucht him ont of tbe hell of His 
wrath into the heaven of His favor. 

Bnt. alas I alas ! there nre thous- 
ands In the condition of this man. 
They belong to us. We have fought 
for tbem and won them, bnt they are 
ours no longer. Wnat an untold loss 
they are !

If we had kept them, then their con- 
tributions would have rendered beg- 
ging from the ontslde world almost 
unnecessary."

They say we lose our converts. I 
answer, "Yes, we do lose SOME, bnt 
Bee what a mighty Army we keep 1" 



Still the loss Is a great sorrow to ub. 
Is It not, my comradeB ? Do we not 
weep about it ? Like the father who 
has the misfortune to say, "Where is 
my wandering boy to-night ?" tbe 
Army might cry out all tbe time. 
"Where are my wandering boys and 
girls ?

If you could only wis them bnc-k. 
wbat a belp, every way, theyi would 
be to you.

1. FIlRST, YOU MUST CONDEMN 
THEM, AND THAT FROM YOUR 
VERY HEARTT. They have done 
wrong, very wrong, In deserting the 
Army. They have forsaken their flog 
and broken their vows, or If they have 
not gone over to the enemy openly, or 
sunk down Into the depths of vice, 
they have gone out of the fight, and 
hnve made themselves a stumbltng- 
block to friends nnd foes.

He hart 
caused the seven penitential Psalms 
to be written ent on the walls of his 
room, and was constantly musing on 
them. He died, and was burled In 
peace before the city was token. 
Boniface held out for five years alto- 
gether before Africa was entirely tak- 
en hy the Vandals, nnd a mfscrnlil" 
time began for the church, for Gen- 
serlc wns nn Arlnn, and set hlmse't 
to crush out the Cntholic Church hy 
taking away ber buildings, and grler- 
ously ncrsccntlnc her faithful bishops. 

Vnlentlninn lljf. made a treaty with 
hint, and even yielded up to him nil 
fight lo the old Roman Province of 
Africa ; but Genseric bad a slroiij.' 
fleet of ships, and went on attncklns 
and plundering Rlclly, Corsica, Sar- 
dinia, Italy, and the coasts of Greece. 

Britain, at the same tlmo, was being 
so tormented by the attacks of the 
Saxons by sea, and tbe Culedonlaus 
from the north, that her ehlefs sent a

The eastern half of the Empire was 
better off, thnngb It wbb tormeated hy 
the Perslnns lu the East, on the 
northern border hy the Eastern Goth.-? 
or Ostrogoths, who bad stayed on 1hc 
banks of the Danube Instead of com- 
ing to Italy, and to the soach by "he 
Vandals from Africa. But Fulciir-ia 
was so wise and good that, when l-.er 
young hrnther, Thendoslw* IT., 'llo.l 
without children, the people lwgK«'I 
her to choose a husband who might 
be an Emperor for them. Sho cIiofc 
a wise old senator, named Marcian, 
and when he died, she again chose an- 
other good and wise man, named 
Zeuo ; and thus the eastern Empire 
stood while the west was fast crumbl- 
ing flwny : The nobles wei-e mniost 
all vain, weak cowards, who only 
thought of themselves, and left strang- 
ers to flght their battles ; and every 
one was cowed with fear, for a more 
terrible foe than any was now coming 
on them.

If we w -iild be blessed nnd 
at last reach heavea. 

In the New Testament we learn of 
Ihe most wonderful revenllng of God. 
The Son of God Himself cbiuc to this 
earth and lived here ns a man. First, 
He snowed us In His owa life what 
God is. He said, "He that hath seen 
Me hath seen the Father." In His 
teachings He told us or the love of 
God for us and made plain the way of 
duty. Then He gave His life for us 
to redeem us, bearing our sins on His 
cross.

S htcoi:3, J-^st, hatii, s 
sin. yet merelful, forgiving, loving the 
sinner. It tells us that wc are sinners, 
and that if we do not repent we shall 
perish. It lells us of Uio only way of 
salvation by faith In Christ. It tells 
us how we should live when we be- 
come Clirlstlnns. The book is full of 
words of Instruction, of warnings a- 
gnlnst the world's dangers, of promises 
of help In times of need, of comforts 
for ns when we are In trouble or sor- 
row. We nre to go to it, therefore, for 
guidance, for light on our pathways, 
for advice ami connscl, to lenrn what 
God would have hr to do, and to re- 
felve comfort, encouragement, help, 
and enrichment of character. 

We need to read the Bible, therefore, 
that 

Wo Bay Lsarn Bow to Llvo, 
and that we may get the help of God 
on our way. We should read It every 
day, not ,".3 a mere religions form, but 
linn iVu may always have the light of 
heaven shlnlug on our way, that we 
may never get uwny from the sound of 
God'R voice. In thlB world of sin nnd 
temptation, where there nre bo many 
things to draw ns away, we need to 
be reminded continually thnt we be- 
long to God, that this is not our beme. 
Hint while in the world we are not of 
It, and that we should live always to 
please God, and to be a blessing to 
others. Wo are to rend the Bible 
every any, to get God's thought about 
the day's duty, and God's help lu 
meeting It. Not to rend it Is to go 
without gnlrtancc, to carry no lantern 
In our hnnd as we walk along the 
dark paths, and to miss tiie Divine 
encouragement and comfort lu trying 
and perplexing experiences. Those 
who do not habitually nse the Bible 
nre altogether unaware of what bless- 
iug aud gaud tUey are shutting out of 
their lives. 

When we think of wtbat the Bible Is 
and of what tt has to give us, It Is 
ensy also to understand how we should 
read- It. We should rend It as God'>5 
own word, and should listen for His 
voice iu every sentence. We should 
rend tt with our heart, eager to learn 
what Its teachings are, to know more 
about God that we may love Him 
more, to discover our own faults and 
Blus that we may put them away, and 
ti, Dud uiit vuiL God's will is for us, 
so that we may do it.

The South African Situation. 

The end of this bitter strife Is not 
yet and serious apprehensions are 
felt In Great Britain. Comparing the 
present war with the Crimean war. it 
has already eursed moro than the 
latter, of which It took eleven years to 
obliterate the effect The lenient 
treatment of Cape Colony rebels has 
been rescinded, nnd treason cases will 
he tried under tho old law. which 
may Impose the death penalty. The 
engagements of the week Include the 
capture of seventy-five British troops 
by tour hundred Bocns, in tin* north 
of Cape Colony ; and the capture by 
General Plumer of some railway 
stock, sixteen prisoners, a number of 
horses and a quantity of ammunition 
near Petersburg. Colonel Monro's in- 
fantry had a stiff fight near De Wets- 
dorp, in which the Boers were defeat- 
ed, and eighty prisoners captured. At 
an engagement near JonsenviUe ninety 
Boers were killed, and the latest re- 
ports from Klerksdorp state that Col- 
onel Plumer has rushed the Bser 
position, capturing twenty-three pri- 
soners, two guns, and a quantity of 
ammunition. It Is also rumored that 
Gene mi Botha has re-opened negot- 
iations for peace. It has heen stated 
that two thousand five hundred sol- 
diers' widows have to he provided for 
by the British Government Repeated 
rumors say that General De Wet's 
mind has hecome decidedly unhinged 
hy the tremendous strain upon him. 
Nearly forty-live thousand men have 
been sent to South Africa from Great 
Britain since January 1st, but no fur- 
ther reinforcements will he now for- 
warded.

The Chinese Chaos. 

The dominant question of the hour 
to be settled hy the peace commission 
is the question of Indemnity to be paid 
by China to the different powers. 
There seems to be an Inclination on 
the part of the allies to reduce the 
Indemnity to the lowest possible sum 
In proportion to the damage sustained 
It is feared that Russia alone will 
hold out larger Indemnities than 
would fa!! to b?r lot. according to this 
arrangement. The leading powers 
favor rather small indemnity with 
trade advantages. The most serious 
menace at present is the rumorea 
rehelllon of General Tung Pu Slan and 
Prince Tuan. who are supposed to 
have eleven thousand regular troops. 
It is now confidently expected that 
the Chinese Court will shortly return 
to Poll In, and that the bulk of the 
foreign troops will be withdrawn. It 
is rumored i'Hai conciliatory negotia- 
tions are proceeding between Russia 
and Japan concerning Manchuria and 
Corea. 



The African Negro Question. 

Considerable Tear has been express- 
ed of a wide-spread outburst among 
the negroes of. South Africa. It ap- 
pears that the leaders of the move- 
ment are native miuisters, who preach 
the doctrine of Africa for the Africans, 
inciting the natives to throw off all 
European control. The authorities are 
carefully watching, but are reluctant 
to Interfere, fearing to make martyTS 
of the ring-leaders, arid so precipitate 
hostilities. It is to be hoped that sueh 
may he avoided, as a negro rebellion 
would cause a great deal of blood-shed 
and prolonged warfare,

But there Is no 
reason why evils should not be rooted 
up, when men have seen theni In their 
true light, and their own experience 
has proved the folly ■>' evil practice, 

Ont here on the Upper Ski-cna we 
have not been spared the Invasion of 
evil, and Isolntcd as we may be, sla. 
and the love for It, and the conse- 
quences of It— death- n - ?re here l;f loie 
any balm, or remedy for il. or salva- 
tion from It, were known. 

AVe have our peculiar evil to con- 
tend with, as well as the rest of 
Adam'B race. It might have been 
drunkenness. If the wherewithal to get 
drunk on had not been prohibited to 
the natlveB, hut fortunately It haB In 
the past. Yet whiskey Is here, and 
It finds Its way too often Into hands 
that should not handle It. But onr 
pceullar evil Is known under the name 
or the "Potlatob." It Is taken from 
the Chinook Jargon, and means : to 
give. The Kltksklan word for It Is 
"i'ukuu." 

White people take these Gatherings 
to be feasts, given by certain ram or 
pnrlle? charitably inclined, at which 
they divide up their belongings, aud 
give them away to help the poor aud 
needv. The fact Is. however, that a 
potla'tch Id not merely a reast. nor 
enn it In any way be considered .1 
eharltnble or religious affair ; It 
branches out so far, and is so com- 
plicated, thnt 1 suppose 1 abnll never 
know all of Its workings and Influence 
on the mind and character of the In- 
dian. But if auyone believes thai an 
Indian, before Christianity or civil- 
ization renches him, would go lo trie 
trouble lo work and save up. some- 
times for years. In order to give It 
nwav lo help the poor, he knows im- 
thing nbont his trin character. 

Ttaa Indian ll Hot so Fond at Work 

an Hint, and In fnroomany Instances 
!;c ier.vc? his old sn ■ ! feeble relatives to 
shift Tor themselves entirely. And 
nnyone wlio has a ebanee to look Into 
his real motives will soon be con- 
vinced that selfishness Is the ruling 
motive, and in his heathen Slate he 
has got just the on • ambition to be a 
"slmolglt," or ehler ; to pet above his 
brother, and to lei Mm know and feel 
It as often nod as much as possible, 
and to that end he works and saves 
np, to sqnander it nil on some flue day. 

In order to be considered 
anybody at all, there are sev- 
eral steps to be taken on 
the social ladder of his class, and theso 
steps can only be taken at a "pot- 
iai^n." and every o*)e of them most 
be paid for with girts to the witnesses; 
of course, what Ib given away Is ex- 
pected back In fnll Borne day, either in 
honor or vain-glory to himself or his 
ancestors, or In substance. 

The heathen child gets hlB name, or 
If the coutcnls of the purse, or the 
hnlk of the goods will allow It, bis 
"nnmes" nt the potiatcb, and If his 
father Is too poor to bestow a name 
on his child, the uncle, if 
able, may do It, as the son 
dues not follow the father (that 
would be a oueer way to the Indian 
mind), hnt inherits from the uncle, 
and all the children belong to the 
mother's tribe. 

Later In life, man or woman may be 
able to distinguish themselves quite a 
lot in the *'ga-lu-blhn," or dog-eating 
dance. This Is not something of the 
long past, as there are several peoplfi, 
not old either, living Tight here as 
Chrlstlnns now, who have taken flint 
degree. Then there Is the "o-la-la." 
or man-eating dance, where one man 
bad the honor of biting and. If pos- 



sible, tearing pieces ont of an- 
other, and thea paying in full 
for the damage ; and the '* o- 
na-na," or •• ga-mlk-bla." or des- 
troylne dances, where they would go 
from place to place smashing np the 
most expensive th!~ss they cculd Sud, 
and the owner would have no ohjs^ 
lion, as It wonld not he done r»f.-.re 
tl*e doer were abl£ 5=5 willing to pay 
(not cost price either) for till damage 
done. Great indeed was the man wno 
wonld get that far. The poor man can 
not rise In Indian esteem, as he has 
not cot the mei:=s to pay for the 
elevation, and iio matter what he mav 
be entitled to, he will soon fc? cut ont 
bv the one who can. 

1' look upon It. and write about It, 
with disgust, and the Christian Indian 
talks abont It In the same way. 1 
consider It 

As BvD from ETOT Feint of View, 
because It is entirely opposed, not only 
to Christianity, but to civilization and 
progress. 

It Is a standing temptation, and It 
influences, directly or Indirectly, those 
who have started a new or bettci 
mode of living to sink back again. 

It la ruin to health and strength, 
physically and moraEy, to those tak- 
ing part In It, besides a waste of time, 
as several months of the year are 
Epent in that way. It is a waste of 
money by people wbo cannot afford it, 
because when thf potlatch Is over 
there Is not much left except the 
totem poles. They have marked on 
the poJ2s the sum of money it bss 
cost to raise each, and are prond to 
point to them as the nioiinments of 
Imagined greatness and glory of self 
or ancestor. 

Yet they are not In any way too 
proud to receive benefits for nothiDg. I 
have heard some of them complaining 
of having to pay a few cents for med- 
icine to a ma a who gives all bis time, 
free of charge, to their service. 

Altbongh the practices are restricted, 
1 believe they could, with good reasou. 
and for the people's own good, be fur- 
ther restricted, and flnnlly entirely 
abolished. It is not practiced any 
more by the majority. It Is not prac- 
ticed by a people who know no other 
or better way, for the Gcspe] has been 
preached to them for many years, by 
good men, who have lived clean, sober, 
and blameless lives before them, and 
nearly every one of them have Been 
more or less of the benefits and com- 
forts civilization brings. They are 
ahlo to live wlthont their "swannes- 
gut," or medicine man, nnd his or her 
rattling over Hie sick. People who 
nave been np here longer than 1, and 
know far more abont affairs than 1 
do, can tell and prove of a number of 
Accidents, Quarrels, Fights and Bloodshed, 
that have been the direct outcome of 
these gatherings. 

The Christian Indian haB, or tried to 
get, a house and home for bis own 
family, and arranges it as near as be 
can like those of civilized people. In 
this he ought to he encouraged and 
protected, and obstacles and tempta- 
tions should, If possible, be taken out 
of his way. The house of the heathen, 
for home It conld not be called (the 
word in our sense Is not Id their lan- 
guage), Is a barn-like structure, with 
a door, nnd perhaps two windows In 
front. It haB a large square hole In 
the centre of the roof, so that the 
smoke from the Are underneath may 
have free aseapfi. The recent ones 
mny have a stove or two. Thtre are 
no divisions or partitions In It. The 
nntlves call themBelvcs "a-ln-glglat," 
or a people who live openly, and so 
indeed they do ; their houses are not 
hnllt for one, but for several fnmill •:«. 
The outside ornaments are the totem 
poles, which It takes a crude artist to 
executo ; the design, of course, :-e- 
qnires a certain amount of knowledge, 
aB they are very particular that a man 
pnts no more bideons figures . on it 
than he Is entitled to. A pack of 
ntnrvlug dogs is nlwayB camped n- 
ronnd the door, watching every poss- 
ible, snd trying 1 many [tr.trassiblo, 
chances to get In, and It takes quite a 
strong- argument for anyone to get 
In or out without floodiiig the house 
with unwelcome dogs. TV-.Ing the 
poflateh every heathen house Is crowd- 
ed day and nlgbt with men and wo- 
men, 'married, and single, old and 
yonng, sick and healthy, and 

It "oes B« HMUlro a. Botomon to E«« 
why the health of the people Is Im- 



paired, or the reason why nurnllty is 
low amongst tlienr. 

I speut two weeks In Kltchlgukla 
this winter while a potlatch was going 
on, and 1 saw bow the people were 
living, saw them preparing their food, 
mixing and saturating it eU, from 
fruit to bread, with dll-lk, or fish oil, 
the smell alone of which would make 
it repnisive to a white man. i heard 
the noise of their songs, and dances, 
and orgies, and their swannesgu, or 
rattling over their sick people. 1 saw 
them raising their new poles, and the 
sums marked on the old ones (the cost 
of one was over $800), and the 91th 
and dirt in evidence everywhere 1 
conld not describe. 

All this may hold Its novelty for 
some, but there Is nhaoluteiyi no at- 
tractions In any of the proceedings for 
me, and It is my prayer that If man 
cannot or will not, God In some way or 
other would stop the whole business, 
so tbnt the many, nnd the youngest, 
and the brightest, who have, by Hard 
toll, been lead Into a healthier life, 
should not be swamped agnln, and 
the others, at least, prevented from 
destroying themselves.

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CHAPTER XII. 



A wound is an artificial division of 
tlesiie. 

INCISED WOUNDS— These wounds 
are Injuries in which the skin has been 
severed by a sharp Instrument and 
they are dangerons In proportion to 
their size and depth. Deep wounds, 
and especially those with small eiteru- 
Ql openings, are serious, and much 
more bo tr large blood vessels are cut 
Internal organs Injured, or if foreign 
bodies or Impurities are left In the 
wound. 

TREATMENT.-Onr treatment must 
be such as will assist nature to make 
the most rapid enre, and to do this 
lutelllgentJy we should understand 
bow a wound beals. There are two 
ways. The most desirable and quick- 
est is by first Intention or primary 
nnlon. .If this takes place, only n 
short time 1b reqnlred, and hut a fine 
scar is left This is accomplished 
when the wound is kept Quiet and 
protected from Injury, and when there 
are no Imparities In the wound. 

If the wound does not close by flrst 
Intention, It heals slowly on second 
intention ; that is, with formation ot 
grannlatlons, and finally leaves a large 
scar. This occurs when go mnch of 
the skin has been destroyed that tno 
edges of the wound cannot be hraught 
together, when the wound Is disturbed, 
wIjhu blond collects In It, foreiui; ii 
opart or when the wound Is dirty. 
Lacerated wounds general!) heal bv 
second Intention. 

ine temporary treatment of these 
wounds^ Is as follows : If the wound 
is bleeding, treat It as will be des- 
cribed under hemorrhage ; If It con- 
tains a large clot of blood and tiic 
bleeding has stopped, do not wash the 
clot awny. as this might start the 
bleedtnc nnrrrr, 

If there Is not much bleeding, wash 
or wipe ont any impurities ; bring the 
edges together and place a folded 
eloth. dipped In water, over them t 
bandage on the compress, as the folded 
cloth Is called, rather firmly, and, 
while waiting for the surgeon to ur- 
rlve, watch for any bleeding that may 
take place. IT, where no surgical help 
can be obtained, the above dressing 
may remain on ths wound until HJfl 
healed, nnless it discharges, in which 
case the dressings arc to be changed 
every day, aud the wound washed by 
dripping water over It from a clean 
piece of rag. The rag Is better than 
n sponge, as It mny be fresh every 
day, while the sponge may contain 
Impurities in lis meshes. 

The 1 ttle household cut calls only 
for a email piece of adhesive plaster, 
after the hleedlng has stopped, and 
possibly, a bandsge tu keep ine plaster 
In place. 

CONTUSIONS.— The simplest wound 
1b the ordinary contusion, or bruise, 
cansed by falls or blows. Small 
hlood-vessels are Injnred, nllowlng the 
escape of blood under the skin and 
into the tissues. 

TREATMENT.— Lay over the bruise 
a cloth saturated with hot wnter, or 
with half water and half aleobol, or 
satnrate the cloth with Pond's Extract,

CONTUSIONS WITH INJURY TO 
INTERNAL ORGANS— If, In addition 
to the skin and tlBsueB Immediately 
under it, Internal organs have been 
Injured, besides pain from the external 
bruise, we may have other symptoms, 
whlcb soon develop. If it should be A 
contuBlon of the chest or nbdomon, 
there may be spitting of blood, and, 
perhaps, vomiting, or blood may be 
passed Trom the bowels or bladder. 
There may be violent pain in the ab- 
domen, paleneBB, fainting, depression, 
and all the signB of shock. 

TREATMENT.— If the symptoms of 
collapse are present, the treatment 
must be stimulating, like that for 
shock. Lay a cloth, wet In warm 
water, over the contusion, and give a 
little Btlmulant every few minutes ; 
also keep the patient warm with hot 
applications and blnnketB. 

WOUNDS WITH PROTRUSION 
OF INTERNAL ORGANS.— H the 
wound Is In the chee' ^r abdomen, 
and Internal organs 1 j protruding, 
for Instance, the bowels. It Is ordinar- 
ily unwise to replace them. They 
shonid Blmply be covered with n warm, 
moist cloth until the surgeon shall ar- 
rive. If no doctor can be obtained, 
however, the protruding part may be 
gently cleansed with warm watoi and 
replaced, a compress being bandaged 
over the external wound. Shock is 
generally present In such cases, and 
must he treated. 

LACERATED WOUNDS. — These 
wounds have ragged edges, and the 
skin and soft parts about them am 
torn and bruised. They result from 
force so applied as to tear rather than 
to cut the tissues cleanly. Tbey are 
caused hy rnllwan and machln«ry 11c- 
cments, by falling timbers, stones, and 
bricks. Such wounds are frequently 
accompanied hy shock. 

TREATMENT.— Cleanse the wound 
thoroughly with warm water, lay a 

irof pt/vfh nvw 1f nnrt hivnitnjro tlffhtly 

If symptoms of shock are present, they 
must receive careful attention, 

CONTUSED WOUNDS— These are 
contusions In which, the skin, as well 
us the underlying tissues, are broken. 
They result from injury by blunt in- 
struments. 

TREATMENT.-If the Injniy is .1 
slight one It may be trt?nted like a 
simple contusion. If severe, the treot- 
ment Is the same aa in the case of 
lacerated wounds. 

A CRUSHED PART— If a foot, or 
hand, or any other part, Is crushed. 
any displaced tissue Is to "be put back, 
and the injured member made tft as- 
sume, as nearly us possible, its orig- 
inal shape, by carefully moulding It 
with the hands without using much, 
force or causing much pain. 

Then, unless bleeding is profuse, 
when cold cloths must be used, wrap 
the part In clotli dipped in warm 
water, and cover the whole up warmly 
with cotton-wool, or a blanket 

■If a long bone is fractured In a 
crushed wonnd, a splint may he ap- 
plied before moving the patient. 

TOBN-OFF LIMBS.— If a foot, band, 
or finger Is torn off, the stump Is n 
lacerated wound, and It Is to be treat- 
ed as suclk Iu all these wounds do 
not forget to be on the watch for 
symptoms of shock. If present, these

symptoms require as careful attention 
as tbe wound Itself. 

When It can be obtained, it 1b always 
better to put In ten or fifteen drops 
of carbolic acid Into every basin of 
water used for washing woundH, nnd 
the dressing placed over them should 
be wrung out in the same solution. 

POISONED WOUNDS-Polsoned 
wounds are caused by tbe hltes of 
mad dogs, or of poisonous snakes, by 
the stings of Insects, or by the en- 
trance of some poisonous substance 
under the skin, however effected. 

TREATMENT.— The object of treat- 
ment is to prevent the spreading of 
the poison through the system, and 
after that to get it out of the wound. 
Bind anything at hand tightly around 
the 3imb a few Inches above the 
wound. The piece of rubber tubing, 
that will bo mentioned under "hemorr- 
hage," Is the best thing for this pur- 
pose ; a string or handkerchief will 
auswer. After that, leave tbe treat- 
ment to the doctor. If one can »oon he 
obtained. If not, for the bite of a 
mad dog, dip a bit of soft stick n 
strong nitric or carbolic acid, and rub 
every part Of the inside of the wound 
with It, or with any cauBtlc at hand, 
ir a caustic cannot be obtained, thrust 
the white-hot end of a bit of iron or 
steel into the wound. A knitting 
needle or small knife blade will an- 
swer. After it Is cauterized by any 
of these means, remove the string 
from above the wound nnd apply a 
molBt compress. Never resort to the 
caustic ur hut irun unius* certain that 
the dog was mad, nnd never kill the 
dog until you are sure, as the dreud 
that be might have been mad may 
cause all the symptoms of hydrophobia 
after the bite of a harmless dog. Let 
the doctor manage the cn«e of a mnd 
dog bite, If possible. 

The snake bite Is treated in tbe same 
manner, though previous to cauter- 
izing It Is well to attempt tbe removal 
of the nolson by sucking the Trcund. 
When the symptoms of general poison- 
ing come on (great depression, and 
extension of swelling from the wound) 
give whiskey, or other alcoholic liquors 
lu sufficient quantity to sustain tbe 
Bystem ; but remember there is no 
nuvaiiiug*; in u'unuluie iuioxication.
